The American people regard atomic energy “as an in- 


strument of peace and not a 


weapon of war,” Dr. Melber 


Philips, executive secretary of the Federation of Atomic 


Scientists, said in yesterday warn- ¢ 
ing against military control of 
atomic energy. 

Dr. Philips urged immediate re- 
pudiation of the Senate Atomic 
Energy Committee’s acceptance of 
the Vandenberg proposal which 
Places the matter in the hands of 
the military. 


She urged widest support for the 
Win the Peace Conference to be 
held in Washington on April 5, 6 
and 7, which will deal with “the 
people’s solution to the problem of 
atomic energy and civilian control.” 


“The danger is heightened,” Dr. 
Philips pointed out, “by the simul- 
taneous attempts to rush the May- 
Johnson bill through the House. 
The tenseness of the situation un- 
derlines the urgent necessity for 
wigest possible representation and 
support of the Win the Peace Con- 
ference which will focus attention 
on the people’s solution of the prob- 
lem and civilian control. This will 
indicate to our allies that the 
United States regards atomic power 
as an instrument of peace and not 
a weapon of war.”

Soviets Have Atom ic 
Knowledge—Shapley 


By United Press 

Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
the Harvard observatories, said on 
his return from Denmark today 
that he believed the Soviets “know 
all that we know” about the atomic 
bomb but are behind on the techni- 
cal “know how.” 

Shapley attended a meeting at 
Copenhagen of the International 
Astronomical Union, of which he is 
president of the American section. 
he said it was the first international 
scientific meeting of its kind at- 
tended by the Soviets. 

“I feel confident that the Ras- 
sians are working actively on the 
development and production of 
atomic energy for non-military use, 
and presumably for military use 
also,” he said. 
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Following are excerpts from the radio interview 
with Secretary of Commerce Henry A, Wallace over 
the American Broadcasting Co. on March 15: 

. Why do you fear that giving control of atomic 
energy to the 
military is dang- 
erous to world 
security? 

A. Because the 
peace - time uses 
of atomic energy 
can be, and 
should be, of 
much more sig- 
nificance than 
its uses in war. 
The ability to use 
atomic energy has 
put in our hands 
the  potentiali- 
ties of power—for 
good, or for evil 
— beyond any- 
thing we have 
ever had before.

Q. Do you think that the recent announcement 
by Marshal Stalin, to*the effect that the develop- 
ment of. atomic energy is Russia’s Number One 
project, means that we are going to have an atomic 
bomb race with Russia? 


A. I do not. We do not need to have an atomic 


Russia or with anyone else. I can 


think of nothing more disastrous to the future of 
mankind than to have such a race begun and 
carried to its logical conclusion. 

But whether or not we do have an atomic bomb 
race with Russia is very largely up to us. We can 
either prevent such a race from taking place, or 


to happen. 


If we go ahead with an attitude of hostility and 
antagonism, and if we entrust the whole area of 
development and use of atomic power to our mili- 
tary people, there will be such a race. 

But suppose, instead, that we take an intelligent 
view of our own national self-interest. Suppose 
that we refuse to lend ourselves to the “stop Russia” 
movement, and do our best to lessen national an- 
tagonisms instead of increase them. 


Suppose that we prove, by the legislation we 
pass, that we look upon atomic energy as something 
that can and must be used to make this world a 
better place to live in, rather than as a brand-new 
weapon of incalculable destructive power.

(four years later Bohr was to 
escape from. Nazi-ocqupied Den- 
mark in a small boat). Just be- 
fore Bohr left Denmark two of 
his colleagues, O. R. Frisch and 
IL Meitner (both refugees from 
Germany) had told him of their 
guess that the absorption of a 
neutron (the trigger which sets 
off the atombomb) by a uranium 
nucleus sometimes caused the 
nucleus to split into approximate- 
ly equal parts, with the release 
of enormous quantities of energy. 


This process was later called
